This is in reply to the Advisory Action issued on April 4, 2008, and is a 
reiteration of the Request for Continued Examination filed, together with an 
amendment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.114 and with a one-month time extension, on 
March 21, 2008 in reply to the final Office Action mailed on November 21, 2007. 

The Applicants note that a credit card charge in the amount of $810.00, for the 
RCE fee set forth in 37. C.F.R. 1.17(e), and a credit card charge on the amount of $120.00 
for the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.17(a)(1) for the Extension of Time were electronically 
submitted on March 21, 2008.
